the day each Incoming train poured 
out its load of men and 
women, while 
the roads leading to the town 
were

toward the city park 
in the eastern 
suburb o' the city. 
H ere a speaker s 
stand had been erected and seats pro­ 
vided for about a thousand persons in 
the shady grove.
